China Spurns 
U. S. Offer 
For Scholars 

TOKYO (AP) — Red China 
spurned Sunday a U.S. offer to 
let Chinese scientists and schol- 
ars visit American universities. 
It called the "U.S. suggestion 
"nothing but a fraud." 

A spokesman for the Chinese 
Foreign Ministry said the U.S. 
purpose "is to deceive the 
American people and world 
opinion ... in the interest of its 
policy of hostility towards 
China." 

The statement, reported by 
Pekingjs New China News Agen- 
cy, in effect, rejected President 
Johnson's efforts to open con- 
tacts between the two countries. 

In Washington, the State De- 
partment had J no comment but 
there was little surprise at the 
Peking.statenjent in view of pre- 
vious turndowns.

He said they encompass the 
United States and Canada and 
ore made up of four major mil- 
itary services — the Army, Navy 
and Air Force of the United 
States and the Royal Canadian 
Air Force, who are charged 
with defending the North Amer- 
ican Continent against aero- 
space attack. 

"NORAD means the major 
key to the survival of the two 
countries if deterrence fails," 
headquarters announced. It em- 
braces a 200,001) man fighting 
force in the two countries, and 
800 military installations located 
over the entire continent. "_ 

Working in conjunction wfth 
NORAD is DEW (distance early 
warning) comprised of some 60 
radar stations from Alaska to 
Greenland. White said the DEW 
line, in which the telephone 
company participated, was built 
in 32 months. 

Barrier" Lines are patrolled by 
picket ships and radar aircraft 
from Midway Island to Alaska 
and from Greenland to the 
United Kingdom, and would pro- 
vide first warning of bomber at- 
tack. 

White said statistics show that 
nt the present time there are 
1,050 spacecraft and debris lost 
from spacecrafts, some as small 
as a pencil, being tracked.

; asrpurely coincidental and prob- 
ably unimportant. In fact, anti- 
Americanism is the core of the 
new ".revolution" — as dictated 
by Communist infiltrators in the 
Buddhist leadership. 

These infiltrators, disguised in 
the saffron robes of the Buddhist 
monks, are hammering away at 
one dominant theme — that no 
"acceptable" government 
possible in Saigon until steps

NOT EVEN A REGRET 
The Department of Defense has issued its 
promised report on the Jan. 7 incident in which 
a United States Army sergeant shot and killed 
a young Dominican, Feliciano Matos. The inci- 
dent took place while United States soldiers 
members of the Inter-American Peace Force on 
the island, were forcing a group of Dominican 
youths to pick up garbage which had been 
emptied from garbage cans during a demon 
stration shortly before. The young Dominican 
who had been bending over, raised up slightly 
— and was shot. The whole sequence was filmed 
bv a Columbia Broadcasting System camera 
crew and shown to millions of American tele- 
vision viewers. 

Immediately afterward, without a formal in- 
vestigation, Army sources in the Dominican 
Republic absolved the sergeant — and the De- 
partment of Defense in Washington said it saw 
no reason to investigate. But when CBS showed 
its film, a slorm of protests, including that of 
Si-n. Wayne D. Morse of Oregon, was raised. 
The department then reluctantly promised to 
investigate and report back on its findings. It 
has now done this.

The Townsend 'idea was to 
finance the pensions with a tax 
on business transactions. Those 
old people given the $200 a 
month would he required to 
spend it all within 30 (lavs. The 
theory was that this would cir- 
culate money so fast that pros- 
perity would bloom.

Now a question from Mrs 
B. P,. Burley: "I have a coin 
which says "2 Cents" and 
"United States of America". It 
is pretty badly worn on one 
side — what can you tell me 
about it?" 

Answer: The Unitcd"States 
issued a bronze two-cent piece 
from 1864 until 1872, and some 
proofs in 1873. They are not 
hard to obtain in the condition 
you describe, and are worth 
somewhere in the neighborhood 
of fifty cents apiece — depend- 
ing upon the demand. Even the 
coins in extremely fine condi- 
tion do not coirfmand much 
over $5.00 apiece, .as a great 
many of them were minted, and 
sa ved .

Scientists Discover Massive Break 
In Ocean Floor of North Pacific 



WASHINGTON. D. C. — Sci 
enlists have discovered in the 
North Pacific a massive break 
in the ocean floor caused by an 
undersea upheaval millions of 
years ago. 

The upheaval in the ocean hot 
torn caused a range of moun- 
tains over one-half mile high 
and dropped part of the adja- 
cent bed one-half mile, forming 
a trough or valley about 15 
miles wide. The valley is bor- 
dered on one side by the moun- 
tain range and on the other by 
a steep rise of about 1,200 
feet Oceanographcrs call it a 
fracture 7one. 

The discovery is based on 
work done by the Pioneer, an 
oceanographic research vessel 
nf the Cpjist and tieodplio— Sur- 
vcy.<-an'~~agency of the Environ- 
mental Scienter Services Admin- 
istration ^ESSA), U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

The fracture zone lies in the 

vast area between the Hawai- 
ian Islands and the Aleutians. 
The 120-nnlc-long portion of the 
fracture zone surveyed by the 
Pioneer begins about 700 miles 
southwest of Kodiak Island in 
the Aleutians and there are in- 
dications thai it continues ap- 
proximately 800 miles in a 
northeast direction toward the 
northern tip of Vancouver Is- 
land. British Columbia. 

The Pioneer's survey was 
marie over a three-month period 
during 1963. The ship was then 
under command of Capt. Ed- 
ward B. Brown, Now C and GS 
mid-continent field director at 

Kansas City, Mo_

study, was made by George Pe-

They include the Mendocino.

Peter and De- 
Wald said the mountain range is 
on the Hawaiian side of the 
trough, which is located at the 
edge of a flat rise that extends 
for miles in the direction of the 
Aleutians They added that- ad-,

It 
deplores drinking of beer and 
cocktails being pictured as the 
accepted standard and pattern 
for daily living, and it en- 
courages pafrons of publica- 
tions, television and radio ad- 
vertising to let their opinions be 
made known concerning the im 
'moral influence of indiscrim- 
inate drinking on children and 
youth. 

On cigarettes and minors, 
since the state of Idaho has a 
law to the effect that cigarette 
vending machines should not be 
accessible to minors, and, also, 
that cigarettes are frequently 
sold to minors, the resolution 
' calls for strict enforcement of 
the existing law and urges par- 
ents to cooperate with the law.

But there 
are exceptions — more than 
2,000 of them in Ontario. 

The Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests says more 
than 2,000 women travel the 
rugged snow trails over their 
traplincs in northern forests. 
They go on foot and canoe, 
transporting their food and 
equipment. 

Half of the province's 4,000 
Indian trappers are accomp- 
anied by their wives on the 
Taplines, says J. L. Grew, wild 
lur management supervisor for 
the department. 

Women trappers excel, how- 
ever, in the finer trapping arts->- 
the preparation of the pelts, an 
important job if top prices are 
to be obtained during the winter 
iur auctions.
